New warden brings new color, 
approach to Lompoc's FCI

One FCI inmate says he can sleep a 
little better because of the color “for 
some reason.” 
Another has noticed that the color has 
“changed the reaction” of the other 
prisoners in H Unit. 
A third, unimpressed, points out, “It’s 
still a prison. ” 
Before new warden Gerald M. Farkas 
arrived at FCI Lompoc in January. H 
Unit, like the other housing units, was 
painted in a gloomy institutional hue. 
Today the unit's walls are all bright 
yellow, orange, green and white. 
The prisoners’ individual cells are 
painted m solid pastels; and above the 
unit's main door is a huge multi-colored 
zodiac mural, painted by the inmates. 
More murals are planned. 
Right now only H Unit looks like a 
rainbow, but the remaining seven prison 
housing units and two camp housing 
units will soon follow in color. 
Warden Farkas, who has often been 
told he looks too young to be a warden at 
38, believes color is important. 
“I feel the cosmetics have a positive 
impact on inmates' attitudes,” he said 
last week in an interview while wearing 
a burgundy tie, burgundy shoes and 
socks, and a smartly fitting suit with 
touches of burgundy and gray. 
Something 
else 
that 
Farkas 
is 
bringing to FCI that should have a 
greater impact on inmates 
is the 
“functional unit management” concept, 
a Federal Bureau of Prisons concept 
that he instituted with gratifying results 
at the FCI in Tallahassee, Florida where 
he served as warden for two years 
before coming here. 
If FUM works at FCI Lompoc as well 


as it did in Tallahassee, there will be a 
decreased 
pressure 
in 
the 
prison 
population, fewer disciplinary reports 
written up, fewer number of inmates 
spending time in the disciplinary unit 
and a greater involvement of inmates in 
prison 
educational, 
vocational 
and 
counselling programs. 
Farkas cautioned, though. “This is a 
new concept that shows a great deal of 
promise, but ii must not be looked upon 
as a panacea ” 
He added this word of caution because 
in the past the correctional system has 
been so “starved for answers” it has 
tried nearly everything to successfully 
rehabilitate prisoners. 
“We have attempted to buy into a 
number of glamour program packages 
— 
psycho-therapy, 
transactional 
analysis, transcendental meditation and 
others,” he remarked. 
The basic premise was always that 
crime was a sickness. 
“From my perspective,” Farkas said, 
“We have been very unrealistic. Ninety- 
five per cent of the people get in trouble 
with the law because they made a bad 
judgment, not because they are sick. 
“This is my view: most people who 
are in here are just like people on the 
street. The difference is they committed 
a crime and were caught. ” 
Now, according to the new warden, 
the correctional system is taking “more 
realistic 
approaches” 
to 
managing 
prisons and prisoners, approaches that 
suit his way of thinking. 
Farkas continued, “Now we don’t feel 
we 
have 
the 
expertise 
to 
change 
personalities.” 
One of the new approaches is FUM It 
is based on the traditional family unit, 
interprets Farkas, a father of two 


children. 
The U.S. Bureau of Prisons is pouring 
$95,000 into FCI to, in effect, turn the 
one large institution into ten “mini 
institutions” to carry out the FUM 
program. 
Under the old system, all prison 
programs 
were 
centralized 
in one 
location and the inmate had to go out of 
his housing unit to see a staff member. 
Under FUM, the programs and staff will 
be 
decentralized 
“to 
break-up 
the 
bureaucratic 
structure 
of 
the 
institutions,” explained Farkas. 
When FUM begins in July, inmates 
will only have to walk a few feet from 
their cells to discuss a matter with a 
counselor 
A 
unit 
manager, 
case 
manager, three correctional counselors 
and a secretary will maintain new 
offices inside each of the ten housing 
units. 
Hence, the “family unit.” 
FUM, essentially, brings the prison 
programs and services closer to the 
inmates, serving to lessen the “social 
distance” between staff and inmates so 
they can work closer together. 
There 
are 
currently 
375 
staff 
members and 1100 inmates (770 inside 
the main prison and 330 inside the camp ) 
at FCI 
Farkas continued; 
“Each housing unit in a sense is a 
m in i-in stitu tion, 
com prised 
of 
approximately 120 inmates. Each unit 
management team is responsible for the 
supervision of that housing unit. 
“The decision making is delegated to 
where the action really is instead of all 
the 
decisions 
being 
made 
by 
top 
administration,” said Farkas. 
“The 
decisions will be made in conjunction 
with the inmates; they will have a voice 
in their destiny.” 
FUM is another “program,” that’s 
true; but it “has a great deal of 
potential,” he feels, because it treats 
people as people, not as “medical 
models.” 
“We should work with these people 
the way we work with our families,” he 
remarked. “When your son says he 
doesn’t want to go to school, you don’t 
say, 
You need to go into psycho­ 
therapy.’ ” 
He noted that the FUM program 
begins this summer although the actual 
physical changes in each housing unit 
won’t be completed for at least a year. 
Besides bright colors and FUM, a new 
recreation center is in the makings at 
FCI. In addition, Farkas reports that he 
is now working on “strengthening” the 
institution’s already, in his opinion, fine 
educational and vocational programs. 
However, 
the dark-haired warden 
explained, he will not force inmates to 
partake in programs and, if they do 
partake, they must do it on their own 
time, after they finish their work day. 
“If a man takes a program on his own, 
he will get more out of it,” he believes. 
“That’s 
the way 
it works 
in 
the 
community outside.”

Black-clad Khmer Rouge insurgents 
captured Phnom Penh today, ending five 
years of war that devastated Cambodia 
and took the lives of a quarter million 
persons. 
Khmer 
Rouge 
leaders pledged 
a 
future of neutrality and nonalignment 
for Cambodia 
Fall of the Cambodian capital closed a 
painful chapter in American history, but 
there was no immediate reaction from 
the White House. 
The victorious rebel troops — cheered 
by crowds of Cambodians waving flags 
and banners —immediately set up a 
Revolutionary Liberation Committee in 
the center of Phnom Penh and forced 
generals, 
government 
officials 
and 
monks to enter their new headquarters 
under white flags of surrender. 
There were some momentary fears 
for the safety of 2,000 persons, mostly 
foreigners, who sought refuge in the Le 
Phnom Hotel which the International 
Committee of the Red Cross designated 
as a neutral area Wednesday. The Red 
Cross said soon after the rebel takeover 
that the insurgents were respecting the 
neutrality. 
It said later that radio contact had 
been lost with the hotel, and Red Cross 
officials in Geneva speculated that the 
Khmer Rouge had entered the building 
But the Red Cross representative was 
able to radio to Bangkok that “all is 
well.” 
A major dread in Phnom Penh has 
been a bloodbath by rebel forces. Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, nominal head of the 
insurgents, has said many times there 
would be no bloodbath. 
The victorious rebel forces spurned 
government 
offers 
Wednesday 
to 
negotiate a cease-fire so they could 
enter Phnom Penh today “as con­ 
querors.” The jubilant insurgents fired 
shots into the air as they marched 
through the streets past a sea of white 
flags or rode in captured American 
Jeeps. 
The Yugoslav news agency Tanjug 
reported 
from 
Peking 
today 
that 
Sihanouk announced he will be the chief 
of state in Cambodia but that direct 
power 
will 
be 
wielded 
by 
Khieu 
Samphan, commander of the Khmer 
Rouge forces and a deputy premier in 
the exile government. Sihanouk said 
Cambodia would join the nonaligned 
bloc. 
Chau Seng, Sihanouk's chief delegate 
in Europe, told a Paris news conference 
the Khmer Rouge regime will 
be 
neutralist and unaligned and will allow 
no 
foreign 
bases 
on 
Cambodian 
territory. He said Cambodia will not be 
a satellite of China or any other 
neighbor. 
He said the new Cambodia had no 
intention of making a special pact with 
the Viet Cong even if the Vietnamese 
Communists seized power throughout 
South Vietnam. 
Radio Phnom Penh said Gen. Chhim 
Chhuo, the capital military commander, 
powerful Gen. Lon Non, brother of ex- 


Regan begins 
prison term 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - Phil 
Regan, 68, the one-time “singing cop,” 
began serving a 1-14 year prison term 
today on his conviction two years ago of 
bribery. 
Regan, who had been in tears Tuesday 
when a judge cut off any further appeals 
in the case, was smiling and joking when 
he 
surrendered 
himself 
Wednesday 
evening at Santa Barbara County Jail. 
He was accompanied by his son, Joseph, 
and carried a transistor radio. 
Regan was to be transferred during 
the day to the California Institution for 
Men at Chino. 
During the 1940s and 1950s, the former 
New York policeman made a hit in the 
entertainment field with his clear tenor 
voice. He appeared in more than 25 
movies including “Sweet Adeline” with 
Irene Dunne, “Sweet Rosie O’Grady” 
with Betty Grable and “Three Little 
Words” with Fred Astaire 
Regan was found guilty in 1973 of 
attempting to buy a county supervisor’s 
vote on a rezonmg proposal affecting 
a Santa Barbara condominium project 
in which he had invested 
When he appeared before Superior 
Court Judge Arden Jensen Tuesday, 
Regan wept and protested when the 
judge denied any further continuance of 
the case on appeal and ordered him to 
start serving the jail term. 
“But I’m not ready to go,” Regan 
said “ I hadn’t planned on it.” 
Jensen gave him 24 hours to get his 
affairs 
in 
order 
and 
Regan 
was 
composed when he appeared at the jail

WASHINGTON (UPI i - Secretary of 
State Henry A Kissinger said today the 
United States must not retreat to 
isolationism because of setbacks m 
South Vietnam but must carefully weigh 
“ new commitments of our nation’s 
honor and prestige ” 
In a major address to the American 
Society 
of 
N ew spaper 
E ditors, 
Kissinger said a wealthy United States 
“ is still the largest single factor in 
international affairs” and must continue 
helping solve world problems. 
“ But we are one nation among many 
... We shall have to work harder to 
establish the coherence and constancy 
of our policy —and we shall," he said 
“One lesson we must surely learn 
from Vietnam is that new commitments 
of our nation’s honor and prestige must 
be carefully weighed," he said “ After 
our recent experiences we have a 
special obligation to make certain that 
commitments we have made will be 
rigorously kept —and 
that 
this 
is 
understood by all concerned " 
Kissinger said he was not among 
many persons who feel U.S. involvement 
in South Vietnam was “ a dreadful 
m istake.” 
In any event, he said, “ there has been 
sufficient heartache for all to share 
Kissinger made no specific reference 
to Cambodia in his lengthy address, 
which ran more than 3,000 words, and 
made it clear that so far as President 
Ford is concerned the fate of Vietnam 
rests principally with Congress 
“The Vietnam debate has now run its 
course,” Kissinger said “The time has 
come for restraint and compassion 
“The administration has made its 
case Let all now abide by the verdict of 
the Congress —without rec rimination or 
vindictiveness.” 
Kissinger said he found that the rest of 
the United States was not as cynical as 
people in Washington concerning the 
role their country could play in the 
future. 
But he acknowledged there was a

This was in contrast to the answer 
Ford gave to questions regarding the 
role that Russia and China had played in 
North Vietnam Ford said he assumed 
Russia and China had made the same 
commitments to North Vietnam as the 
United States made to South Vietnam 
—to replace the obsolete and worn out

However, he said the United States 
failed to meet its commitments but “ it 
appears that they have maintained that 
commitment .”

Connally trial goes to jury 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A federal jury today began deliberation in the bribery 
trial of former Treasury Secretary John B. Connally 
The jury received the case after a charge by U.S. District Judge George L. Hart 
Jr. that warned them to consider carefully the testimony of Jake Jacobsen, the 
prosecution’s chief witness who said he gave Connally payoffs totalling $10,000. 
At the same time Hart told the jurors to give careful consideration to the evidence 
that Connally did not tell the grand jury about a key meeting with Jacobsen where 
the money was discussed. 
Hart reminded the jury that Jacobsen admitted lying to an earlier grand jury 
investigation and that he was now testifying against Connally in return for a reduced 
sentence in the case. 
“The testimony of an informer must be examined and weighed with greater care 
than an ordinary witness," Hart said referring to Jacobsen. 
He said they should consider “behavior and demeanor of the witness on the stand 
to determine whether he impresses you as a truth telling individual and whether he 
has any motive against telling the truth.” 
Apparently referring to Connally, Hart said, “False or inconsistent statements by 
the defendant are not evidence of guilt, but can be interpreted by you, if you so 
conclude, to be an indication of his consciousness of guilt.” 
Hart said that Connally can be found guilty of accepting the payoff “even if the 
intent is not to corrupt because consciously or unconsciously it brings about 
favoritism.” 
He added that the law prohibits any compensation of a public official beyond his 
salary regardless of the purpose. 
“To find the defendant guilty you must find beyond a reasonable doubt that as a 
public official he received the money for himself," Hart said.

Three women - Agata, the 
mother, Pia, the sister-in-law; 
and Silvia, the daughter—live 
alone on an isolated goat farm 
The countryside is dry and 
windy and they hate it, yet the 
trio choose to stay there for 
some unclear reason. 
As the play opens, a stranger 
comes to the farm with a 
message from

dead husband, he says. The real

appearance is not to relay a 
message, but to live on the 
farm as the m aster of three 
women 
Miraculously, the diabolical 
stranger, 
named 
Angelo, 
is 
allowed to stay although the 
women sense his danger and he 
openly declares he is “ forced to 
sin ” He proceeds to seduce the 
mother, then Pia, and finally 
Silvia, reducing the three to 
sexual bondage.

By DICK PRAUL 
County reporter 
Refusal by an Indian woman 
to allow a public right-of-way 
across

she inherited in Los Padres 
National Forest northwest of

Wednesday in refusal by the 
County Planning Commission 
to approve a tim e extension for 
the start of a proposed million- 
dollar forest academy in the 
area. 
U.S. Bureau of Indian Affairs 
spokesman 
William Gianelli 
said Mrs. Eugenia Varela, of 
Santa Barbara, descendant of 
the ancient Chumash tribe, is 
against development of the 
forest area and wants it to 
rem ain open and agricultural. 
Mrs. Varela, who sat through 
the hearing allowing Gianelli to 
speak on her behalf, is half­ 
owner of a 
160-acre parcel 
which she and a sister inherited 
irom their great-grandm other, 
Mrs. Cecelia Justo, a number 
of years ago 
Their property is crossed by 
a Forest Service road — which 
has been m aintained by the 
county — linking the public 
roads crossing San Marcos and 
Refugio passes over the Santa 
Ynez Mountains. 
The 
Student 
International 
Meditation Society (SIMS) was 
granted a county conditional 
use perm it last April 29 to build 
a forest student facility for 146 
persons. 
But it w asn't known until 
recently that SIMS’ access was 
across Public Domain No. 11 
owned by Mrs. Varela and Mrs. 
Phyllis Minnick, of Dubuque, 
Iowa 
Appraised of Mrs. V arela’s 
firm stand, the commission 
voted 4-3 Wednesday to deny 
SIMS a one-year tim e extension 
of its perm it. The perm it will

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Pressure on Thieu tightens as U.S. evacuation gears up 


SAIGON <UPI> — Gen. Duong Van <Btg) Minh called on 
President Nguyen Van Thieu today to resign before Saigon 
"becomes another Phnom Penh.” He spoke as military sources 
said some North Vietnamese regular troops have been sighted 
only 10 miles from Saigon. 
Minh, leader of the so-called third force which opposes both 
Thieu and the Communists, was architect of the 1963 coup which 
overthrew President Ngo Dinh Diem He told newsmen he is 
ready to head a new government of national reconciliation with 
the Viet Cong. 
American officials on orders from President Ford were 
organizing a massive evacuation of U.S. citizens from Saigon with 
a warning that the time to make the break is running out. About 
4,000 Americans were reported still in Saigon 
A group of 140 Defense Department contract workers and 
civilian personnel flew to Clark AFB, Phillipines, today aboard 
two C141 Starlifters, a shuttle that has so far ferried a trickle of 
Americans numbering between 600 to 700 in the past two weeks. 


Military sources said elements of an unidentified North 
Vietnamese unit were spotted just northwest of Gia Dinh, 10 miles 
northwest of Saigon. It was the first time Communist regulars 
have been reported in the area since the Tet offensive of 1968 
Other sources said the North Vietnamese regulars were spotted 
at the northern edge of Gia Dinh province near Hoc Mon district 
town, about 17 miles southwest of Bien Hoa and about eight miles 
northwest of Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut air base, which is on the 
western edge of the capital. 
The sources did not say how many troops were spotted or which 
direction they were traveling although they were believed to have 
come from the nearby Plain of Reeds, a longtime Communist 
stronghold north of Saigon 
South Vietnamese warplanes today destroyed three 130mm long 
range artillery pieces only 31 miles from Saigon 
UPI 
Correspondent Leon Daniel said the planes were in the air waiting 
for the muzzle flashes The guns, most feared weapon in the 
Communist arsenal because of their accuracy and destructive 


power, have a range of 17 miles. 
On the worsening military front Communist forces moved their 
heaviest artillery into the Mekong Delta for the first time and 
used it to destroy a government naval transport 
Large 
Communist forces also were poised some 23 miles northeast of 
Saigon. 
Minh said Thieu’s continuation in power would bring the 
collapse of South Vietnam 
"The present situation is not hopeless,” Minh told a luncheon he 
held for reporters at Thu Due. six miles north of Saigon 
"Non-Communist Vietnamese can still negotiate a relatively 
good political solution with the Communists within the framework 
of the Paris peace accords But the urgent problem now is that the 
government of President Nguyen Van Thieu should resign, for the 
national interest, and in Saigon, there should be a new government 
which can implement the agreement 
"The remaining time is short," he said "With the continuation 
in power of Thieu, very soon Saigon will become another Phnom 


Penh ” 
A South Vietnamese government official said the surrender by 
Cambodian officials to the rebels "was a psychological shock for 
the army and the people of South Vietnam who have been fighting 
the Communists" and who have seen two-thirds of their country 
fall to North Vietnam 
U.S. sources said today that American officials will open a 
special processing center at Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut Airbase by 
Saturday to cut through red tape and expedite the evacuation of 
American citizens and their Vietnamese families 
The official said they will leave on U S military flights to the 
United States American officials have denied an "evacuation" is 
under way and said the departure is voluntary 
The source said the creation of the processing center was to aid 
Americans with Vietnamese families cut through government red 
tape However, other nations, including Britain, are reportedly 
drawing up plans with the U S Embassy for a final evacuation of 
foreigners.

Teamster-backed farm 
labor bill gains in Senate 


SACRAMENTO (U PI i - A Teamster backed 
measure 
permitting 
secret 
ballot 
union 
elections for California farm workers has 
advanced in the Senate despite opposition from 
Guv. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The bill (SB3C81 by Sen George Zenovich, D- 
Fresno, was approved Wednesday on a 5-1 vote 
of the Industrial Relations Committee, which 
Zenovich heads. It was forwarded to the 
Finance Committee 
The action was the first on a farm labor bill 
during the 1975-76 legislative session There are 
seven farm labor bills pending before the 
lawmakers. All are designed to bring peace to 
California’s violence-plagued fields. 
Brown last week unveiled his farm labor 
relations bill, which would provide secret ballot 
union elections, allow harvesttime strikes, 
restrict secondary boycotts and purportedly 
abolish existing union-grower contracts. 
The Zenovich measure would create an 
agricultural 
relations 
board 
to 
supervise 
elections to determine whether Cesar Chavez' 
United Farm Workers union or the Teamsters 


would represent farm workers. The bill is 
opposed by Chavez. 
It would allow strikes by farm laborers but 
outlaw secondary boycotts, a major weapon 
used by the UFW to win contracts. 
Rose Bird, secretary of the Agriculture and 
Services Agency, told the committee the 
governor opposed the Zenovich bill because it 
would not resolve the farm labor problem. 
She said the measure lacked provisions for 
fair and speedy elections and could allow a 
small number of employes to dictate a few 
through off-season elections. Ms. Bird said it 
showed "inadequate concern for seasonal 
workers.” 
The Brown bill being carried by Sen. John 
Dunlap, D-Napa, will have to be heard before 
Zenovich's committee. Zenovich pledged that he 
would not “ stop the governor’s bill arbitrarily.” 
The Zenovich bill was amended to allow farm 
workers to vote against being represented by 
any union, provide union elections in all cases, 
and lower considerably the salaries of members 
of the agricultural relations board. 


Doctors' insurance bill fails

business within six months 
because of its heavy losses in 
the malpractice business.

Kinder said the California- 
based company is losing about 
$5 million a month and has a 
surplus of only |28 million. 
Most 
of 
the 
losses 
are 
occurring in other states which 
are forcing the firm to insure 
doctors at insufficient rates, 
Kinder added.

On a narrow 5-3 vote, the 
Revenue

Committee 
Wednesday 
approved

constitutional amendment that 
would allow all taxes to be 
raised or lowered by a simple 
legislative majority. 
The measure (SCA1) by Sen. 
John F. Dunlap, D-Napa, was 
sent to the full Senate. Lengthy 
hearings, including a subcom­ 
mittee study, preceded the 
vote, and there was no debate. 
Currently, the constitution 
provides for the legislature to 
raise taxes of individuals and 
small businesses by a simple 
majority vote. But it takes a 
two-thirds majority to change 
the taxes of banks, corpora­ 
tions, franchises and insurance 
companies.

Railroad strike delayed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — A possible national railroad strike has 
been stalled for 60 days by action of President Ford. 
Ford Wednesday created an emergency board to forestall the 
strike, which was to have begun Friday. 
The board will investigate a contract dispute between the 
National Railway Labor Conference, composed of most of the 
nation's railroads, and employes represented by the Brotherhood 
of Railway and Airline Clerks. 
The union had announced that its members would walk out at 
12.01 a.m. Friday. 
Ford acted under provisions of the National Railway Labor Act, 
which authorizes establishment of a presidential emergency panel 
to conduct an inquiry when a dispute, in the judgment of the 
National Mediation Board, threatens to deprive a section of the 
country of essential transportation service. 
Ford named Washington labor arbitrator Alexander B. Porter 
as chairman of the board. Others named of the panel were James 
M. Harkless, attorney and labor arbitrator, and the Rev. Francis 
X. Quinn of the Temple University School of Business 
Administration and a Philadelphia labor arbitrator.

(UPI) — Convicted conspirator Jeb Stuart 
Magruder says former President Richard M Nixon could have 
hand-picked his successor in 1976 if the Watergate cover-up went

Magruder, speaking Wednesday at Southern Colorado State 
College, said aides compiled lists and backgrounds of influential 
voters to guarantee Nixon "would have been in a position to 
dictate to the country who his successor would have been.” 
Magruder also said he believed White House aides often were 
more powerful than cabinet officers and said presidential 
assistants should be subject to Senate confirmation. 
"Watergate prevented a greater crime, a system to perpetuate 
the presidency,” Magruder said. 
Prior to his campus lecture, Magruder said he believed the news 
media handled the story of the Watergate cover-up fairly and said 
the media did the nation a public service by revealing the affair. 
“ I don’t have any complaints with the press,” said Magruder 
who spent seven months in prison for his part in the conspiracy. 
"There were news people who didn’t handle things well regarding 
the personal side of Watergate 
"But there were many who did handle it well. I think it was done 
fairly.”

Q . What is the real issue facing Santa Barbara voters on May 27? 
A. Ballot Measure “ A ” gives voters the decision of w h eth er they prefer 
to have E xxon’s handling facility located afloat off 
our coastline or inland at Las Flores Canyon.

Many other oil handling facilities already exist in the area. 


Q . Is a handling facility a refinery? 
A. No. The handling facility merely performs the task of preparing the crude oil for shipment to refineries located outside 
of Santa Barbara County w h e re it is processed into gasoline, refined oils and many other useful petroleum products. 


Q . Will there be assurances that no harm to the environment will result because of the inland facility? 
A. Yes. E xxon’s inland handling facility will be subject to 73 strict, demanding and perm anent conditions imposed by the 
county. Further, the facility must meet all State and Federal air quality requirements throughout its operation as well as 
the standards set by the Santa Barbara County Air Pollution Control District. If the facility does not operate within 
the established guidelines, the County can shut it down. 


Q . Why the Las Flores Canyon site? 
A . The County M aster Plan has designated this area for oil operation^. The mouth of this canyon is currently used for oil 
production activity, as it has been for over 45 years. The Las Flores Canyon site is 1.3 miles inland from Highway 101 
and will be screened from view. It is also surrounded by a 1500 acre buffer zone that extends from ridgeline to ridgeline. 


Q . Are there any other benefits from the inland location? 
A. Yes. The inland facility makes possible the use of valuable natural gas so badly needed by Southern California 
consumers as a clean source of energy. The inland location will also contribute property tax revenues of approximately 
$750,000 each year to Santa Barbara County and will create new jobs. The offshore facility will not provide this tax 
revenue and m any of the local job opportunities will be lost. 


Q . What is the Inland Alternative Committee? 
A. It is a group of involved and interested Santa Barbara County residents who share a deep concern about both the 
economic and environmental future of our county. We are committed to the inland location for E xxon’s handling facility 
because we are convinced that this location is preferable and represents a sensible environmental and economic 
progress policy. W e want to see Santa Barbara’s economy grow without a threat to the natural beauty of our County. 


O ur energy needs must be met, but not at the expense of our environment. Flxxon shares that view with us and has 
assured us they will work with us on a public education program before election day. The voters of Santa Barbara 
County should be thoroughly informed about the preferred inland alternative location of the handling facility when 
they vote on Ballot Measure “A ” on May 27th.

Pour boiling water over shortening, sugar, salt; add 
milk and cool to lukewarm. Soften yeast in water and 
add to cooled mixture with well beaten eggs. Stir in 4 
cups flour and beat hard Add enough to make a soft 
dough 
Place in greased bowl; grease top of dough and 
cover with waxed paper and a lid or cloth and chill 
until ready to use. Then »roll out dough to Vi inch 
thickness. Cut with scalloped cookie cutter and fry a 
few at a time in hot deep fat (360-370 F ). Brown one 
side; turn and brown the other. Do not let dough rise 
before frying. Dram on absorbent paper Cover with a 
thin frosting Makes 60 doughnuts.

of

answered calls from viewers. 


In New York, after a first 
show, 150,000 called in, tying up 
10 telephone exchanges. About 
3,000 got through to the 50 
telephone volunteers. Some of 
the callers had their questions 
answered on television by the 
experts, 
which 
included 
a 
bartender. 
A mother said: 
“ My daughter had 21 shock 
treatments and then began to 
have memory problems, some­ 
thing the doctors call selective 
amnesia.’ 
Is there a link 
between shock treatments and 
amnesia?” The panel, while 
not discu&sing whether or not 
there was a link, did say that 
full memory would return, but 
it might take up to a year’s 
time 
"Is there any connection 
between mental health and 
nutrition,” 
another 
caller 
asked 
Dr. Ian Alger, a New York 
City psychiatrist who is a 
member 
of 
the 
board of 
advisors to "The Thin Edge,” 
said alterations in metabolism 
will lead to alterations in mood 
"When a person eats well,” 
he said, “ he has a sense of 
physical 
well-being. 
But a 
depressed syndrome cannot be 
overcome by diet alone ” 
Another caller said: "1 went 
into a severe depression after 
giving birth to my first child 
Should 1 have a second?” 
The panel concluded that she 
should consider seeking profes­ 
sional help during her next 
pregnancy by going to any one 
of a number of walk-in mental 
health clinics. 
One woman said she was 
going through menopause and 
had suicidal feelings. She asked 
about taking a certain drug. 
The panel advised her to seek 
professional kelp. 
The second program this 
week is on aggression. At two 
week intervals the topics will 
be anxiety, guilt, sexuality —in 
that order. 
The National Association for 
Mental Health is a prime 
mover of the pioneer program 
produced with financial help. $1 
million, from Bristol-Myers. 
A good many calls at stations 
around the country were from 
persons who had considered 
therapy but needed reassuran­ 
ce. There were many pre- 
suicidal calls, including 50 in 
New York. 
These were passed to "crisis 
intervention professionals" — 
psychiatrists, 
psychologists 
and others. 
Tim Fox, the bartender on 
the New York outreach panel, 
said most problems he deals 
with in his work concerned 
family and jobs. 
"People basically want to 
ventilate, get something off 
their chests,” he said.

Branding iron lore 


Dean Hooten, brand inspector for the 
State of California stopped by the other 
day to explain his role in the protection 
of livestock. 
All this came about because of a lot of 
questions I asked over the telephone in 
the wake of some cattle rustling here. 
Hooten says cattle rustling or in the 
language of law enforcement, grand 
theft catUe, runs in cycles. He says he 
can almost predict when there’ll be 
incidents 
of 
cattle 
rustling based on the 
prices of beef in the 
market. Hooten also 
keeps track of the 
MO. 
or 
mode 
of 
o p e r a tio n 
in 
a 
particular 
case. 
A 
thief, 
for 
example, 
will probably butcher 
a head of cattle the 
same way each time 
and differently from 
another thief 
Most 
cattle 
thieves, 
incidentally, 
butcher on the spot rather than carry a 
head of cattle away, live. 
However, in some areas and in some 
cases, 
Hooten 
lets 
the 
local 
law 
enforcement agencies investigate. His 
main activity, day in and day out is to 
monitor the movement of cattle. He 
came 
to 
Lompoc 
the 
other 
day, 
primarily to record the fact that the 
Federal Correctional Institution was 
moving some cattle out to market. 
Hooten records the brand, in this case, a 
simple line drawing of a tea cup, the sex 
of the cattle and where the brand is 
located on the cattle, in this case, R.R., 
for right rear. 
All 
this 
spurred 
som e 
idle 
conversation 
about 
branding 
irons. 
Hooten 
doesn’t describe his work, 
related as it is to branding irons, as 
particularly romantic. He sees his work 
as vital to the welfare of the cattle 
industry, first, and romance, if at all, 
second He carries around with him a 
book of all the existing brands, the 
owner’s name and the date when the 
brand was registered The HearstCorp , 


for example, holds a patent on branding 
iron two, meaning it's the oldest iron in 
use today. The iron is about the size of 
your hand and has two quarter circles 
enclosing a plain C. Hooten says he’s 
spent a lot of spare time looking through 
the literature for branding iron one, but 
hasn’t found it and speculates that the 
iron has fallen into disuse. Remember 
there are thousands of irons, a fact that 
makes finding the first one registered, a 
difficult albeit not an impossible task. 
It’s simply that Hooten hasn’t had any 
overriding need to find out if branding 
iron one is still in use. 
I asked him if it wouldn’t be possible 
for someone to steal some cattle and 
move 
them 
out 
to 
market, 
thus 
enriching themselves and hiding the 
crime forever and he replied, ‘‘One of 
our brand inspectors would spot the 
cattle, somewhere along the line and 
we’d uncover the fact that they were 
stolen.” A remark like that would be 
enough to strike terror into the hearts 
and minds of a whole generation of 
western movie bad guys. 
Our 
conversation 
drifted 
to 
restaurants that have branding iron 
motifs (The Red Bam in Santa Ynez for 
one); and to those who have made a 
hobby of collecting the old irons. A 
family named Lopez in the Meiners 
Oaks area of Ojai Valley, east of the 
City 
of 
Ventura, 
has 
a 
premier 
collection that they loaned for the grand 
opening of the Ojai Valley Museum. And 
there are others. 
But to get back to the bread and butter 
aspect of branding irons. There have 
been a number of incidents of cattle 
rustling from local ranches. It is no 
small misfortune to lose a head of cattle 
to a thief. It can be valued at hundreds of 
dollars, and once slaughtered and carted 
off, lost forever. 
A generation or so ago, so legend has 
it anyway, cattle rustlers were strung 
up from the nearest cottonwood tree. 
Hooten, tongue in cheek, says they don’t 
do that any more, ‘‘but some of the 
ranchers who lose cattle to rustlers, 
sometimes feel like it.”

Rummaging through a dusty file in the 
Boston Antiquarian Society the other 
day we found a brittle brown envelope in 
a crevice, quaintly labeled, ‘ General 
T h o m a s 
G a g e , 
P r o v i n c e

Maffachufetts Bay, April, 1775 ” 
The enclosure, marked ‘‘Ye Eyes 
Onlie,” 
was 
from 
the 
Colonial 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) and appeared 
to be a file on a local troublemaker, 
Sam’l Adams. Two attached documents 
gave sharply different evaluations of the 
first report 
With trembling hands we smoothed 
out 
the 
priceless 
200-year-old 
manuscript, which was stamped ‘‘His 
Majesty’s Service — Top Secret — 
Confidential — To be Shredded.” How it 
escaped 
destruction 
we 
can 
only 
surmise. 
The 
first 
letter 
in 
a 
rough, 
undisciplined hand, revealed that Agent 
XYZ had recently made a covert entry 
into 
the 
office 
of 
Sam i 
Adams’ 
chirurgeon 
in 
hope 
of 
gathering 
defamatory evidence of the former’s 
‘‘cholers 
and 
vapors," 
along 
with 
possible evidence of French subsudies. 
Apparently he was unsuccessful. But 
XYZ, it appeared, had also affected 
penetration of the circle that met 
nightly in Tom Dawes’ garret where, the 
report asserted, ‘ they use tobacco and 
drink flip” and prepare the events of the 
morrow’s town meeting in a “smoak- 
filled room.” He gained a reputation as 
something 
of 
a 
hothead 
in 
these 
conspiracies, 
XYZ 
reported, 
rather 
demurely, and it greatly went against 
the grain of his loyal conscience and he 
hoped 
it 
would 
be 
considered 
in 
reckoning his pay. 
The agent's superiors must have been 
aware of the situation but the interest of 
S a m i 
Adams’ 
operations 
seem 
surprising even at this day. He moved by 
symbols: a simple elm on the Common 
became a ‘ Liberty Tree” from which 
hung effigies; “Sons of Liberty” were 
recruited from boisterous elements who 
cowed timid Loyalists; the unhappy 
incident of 1770 where a street crowd 
pelted British sentries and there was 


bloodshed, had become a “massacre” 
commemorated on its anniversary each 
year although (noted the informer) 
Sam i Adams’ very cousin, John Adams, 
lawyer from Braintree and married to 
Mistress 
Abigail, 
though 
a 
tainted 
“leveler” himself could not accept the 
‘massacre,” and defended the accused 
soldiery in court. 
Agent XYZ now disclosed that three 
articles 
in the public prints signed 
respectively “Candidus,” “Vindex” and 
“Policola” were all one man, to wit 
Sam i Adams. He had drafted no less 
than 40 such polemics under 25 names. 
More important, he had extended his 
underground to the four principal towns 
of

North 
American 
colonies, 
Philadelphia, 
30,000,

25,000,

Intelligence (FBI) was not infiltrating 
the Adams operation. Committee of 
Correspondence.

WASHINGTON - Farewell to busing! 
The roughing-up that Massachusetts’ 
favorite son, Sen Edward M Kennedy, 
got in Boston the other day was a 
symptom of the revolt against the force

Once No. 1 in the 
credo of every card- 
carrying liberal, the 
benefits 
of 
court- 
ordered 
integration 
during the past decade 
are seen to be highly 
doubtful 
As the ex­ 
perience in South Bos­ 
ton has shown, racial 
a n t a g o n i s m 
is 
accentuated 
by 
the 
attempt to bring black 
pupils into virtually 
all white schools. 
To challenge the goal was to be just 
another George Wallace standing in the 
schoolhouse door with a baseball bat. 
The tragic fallacy was in assuming that 
the profound inequities grown up in a 
society based on dualism of privilege 
and opportunity between black and 
white could be remedied by mixing the 
races in the public schools. 
That 
the 
divide 
between 
the 
prosperous white suburb and the center 
city ghetto could be bridged in this way 
was a tribute to the idealism and the 
faith of those who over the years worked 
to that end. 
But the inequity in education — the 
overcrowded, 
run-down schools and 
overworked teachers in the ghetto — 
was only one of the injustices m the dual 
society and not the principal one 
Housing, open spaces, clean air, health, 
diet, these are the components of 
inequality 
that 
supersede 
an 
impoverished education 
In 
several 
c itie s , 
Detroit; 
Indanapolis; Topeka, Kan.; Wilmington, 
Del.; Cincinnati and Tucson. Ariz., as 
well as Boston, court cases calling for 
enforced busing are still pending A 
court inquiry has been ordered into 125 
school districts in the South, although 
little is expected to come of this. 
Congress applied a restraint in a law 
specifying that pupils could be bused 
only to the nearest or the next nearest 
school serving an appropriate grade. 
It has become increasingly apparent 
that behavior patterns, habits of study 
and thought, are fixed long before the 
earliest grades. The hope was that a 
transformation could be worked by 
bringing together the deprived young 
with those who had greater advantages 
That a change 
could be worked on 
preschool children was the concept 
behind a program initiated by Mrs. 
Lyndon Johnson. This was Head Start 
which is observing its 10th anniversary. 
Beginning at the age of two or three, 
children from families at the poverty 
level were to get special training, an 
adequate diet and health supervision at 
day-care centers. 
Today there are 379,000 children in the 
program on a budget of $414 million. Of 
this number, 70,000 are on an eight-week 
summer course. 
In 
response to a 
command from Congress, 10 per cent 
are 
handicapped 
or 
severely 
handicapped. The age 
range is from 
three to seven. 
The total is between 10 and 12 per cent 
of children eligible at the poverty level 
for the special care. A 
drop in the 
bucket of need, the program has been 
criticized on 
the ground 
that the 
children, when they go to regular 
schools and when they return to the 
poverty of their background, soon lose 
the advantages of the two or three years 
spent in the day-care centers. 
While this is not a civil rights 
program, approximately 60 per cent of 
the children are black. They are, for the 
most part, from city centers where 
schools 
are 
under 
the 
greatest 
handicaps. 
Blacks in recent years have made 
rapid progress. This is true above all at 
the top level with a notable assist from 
federal 
requirements for minority 
hiring. Blacks hold a wide range of 
positions inconceivable a decade ago. 
This progress, it is hardly necessary 
to add, means little in ending the 
dualism of suburb versus ghetto. As a 
beginning only a wide-ranging attack on 
segregated housing would insure a start 
on a more equitable order. In the 
present mood of the country, that is not 
about to happen. 
Progress 
for 
the 
few 
is hardly 
convincing for the many at the bottom of 
the heap. Unemployment among young 
blacks in the center cities ranges from 
20 to 25 per cent. Hopefully, they will get 
summer jobs. But that is a 
stopgap 
which can only postpone what must in 
some distant future be a day of 
reckoning.
